NEW TOBK, Dec. 7.—The following 
editorials from some of the leading jour- 
nals in the south are of interest,as show- 
ing how that section views the presi- 
dent's plan for reducing the revenue: 


The Charleston, S. C., News and 
Courier says : 
' 'The president exposes 
with cruel courtesy every fallacy of the 
protective argument. 
Indeed, a strong- 
er or more comprehensive exposition of 
the weakness and inherent inequality 
of the protective system has not been 
given to the public. Through it all, 
moreover, there runs a vein of kindly 
sympathy 
and 
patriotic 
considera- 
tjon. 
The manufacturer or work- 
man who reads this message, must 
be 
callous 
and suspicious, indeed, 
if he is not impressed by it with the 
abiding conviction that a readjustment 
of the tariff, which should be committed 
to the president, if that were practicable, 
would leave the workingman in a better 
position than the one which he now 
hdlds." 


The New Orleans 
Times-Democrat 
says: 
"The president declares himself 
in no uncertain terms a revenue re- 
former and opposed to protection, pure 
and simple. He would have congress 
leave tne internal revenue alone and 
concentrate itself on the work of re- 
ducing the tariff. We do not agree with 
the president in regard to the non-re- 
ducdon of the tobacco tax. It is true 
tobacco is not a necesfcity, but the tax is 
troublesome and burdensome to the 
agricultural producer and the cost of its 
collection is considerable." 


The Atlanta Constitution says: "The 
message of the president concerns itself 
solely with the tariff question and he 
discusses it almost exclusively from a 
standpoint of Bre'r Bill Moirison, of Illi- 
nois, who was left at home by his es- 
teemed constituents on account of his 
extreme views, but the president doesn't 
go as far as Bre'r Bill Morrison. 
Ho 
pauses in the lesson, which he gives to 
congress, to refer to the fact that the 
democratic platform suggests protection 
for American Industries and American 
labor. 
There is one fact, however, to 
which Mr, Cleveland fails to call atten- 
tion, namely—that the promises of the 
democratic platform can be carried 
out by the repeal of the internal revenue 
law, which was framed to suit an emer- 
gency long since passed, and which in 
its operaiion is odious and unjust. That 
a man of practical common sense, like 
Cleveland, shoald waik into such a trap, 
is SUI prising, but he has uot walked in 
without protest, as his reference to the 
Chicago platform shows."

WHTTBHALL, N . Y., Dec, 7.—The New 
York express for Montreal, on the Sara- 
toga and Champlain division of the Del- 
aware and Hudson Canal company's rail- 
road, ran off the track at Whallensburgh 
station, early this morning. 
Two bag- 
gage cars and one coach caught fire, 
which was communioated to the depot, 
and that building and the cars were de- 
stroyed. 
No one was injured. 


OTTAWA, Ont. Deo. 7—At Point Ed- 
ward, Ont., yesterday, about 30,000 tona 
of coal were consumed by fire on the 
Grand Trunk road. 


PiTTSBüBG, Dec. 7.—By the explosion 
of a barrel of oil yesterday, followed by 
fire, Bernard Burns was roasted to a 
crisp. 


Convicted of Larceny. 


WABASH, Deo. 7.—Nelson Good, a 
colored desperado, was to-day convicted 
of the larceny of a fine plush cloak and 
several silk dresses from Nelson Zeigler, 
and sentenced to two years in the peni- 
teetiary, by Judge Conner, in the Wa- 
bash circuit court. 


STREET CAR SERVICE. 


The Company Announces a Schedule and 
Will Give the Pnblic Every Pos- 
sible Advantage. 


PHiiiADELPHiA, Dec. 7.—The police 
this morning raided a number of "bucket 
shops." 
The proprietors and employes 
were given a preliminary hearing, the 
former being held in $800 and the latter 
$500 bail for further hearing. 
In the 
five places raided, 
eighteen persors 
were arrested, including the proprietors 
and the telegraph operators. 


Foreign. 


LONDON, Deo. 7.—The Royal mail 
steamship line steamer, Isla-de-Panay, 
is ashore nine miles north of Sagres, Por- 
tugal. Seven of her crew were drowned. 
She is a vessel of 3,500 tons. 


BEKIIIN, Dec. 7.—The National Ga- 
zette, in discussing the Vienna 
Frem- 
denblatVs article, relative to the mass- 
ing of troops on the Russian frontier, 
says: 
"It is evident that the force of 
Russian troops now in Poland is not 
sufficient to attack the two formidable 
military powers. 
The present massing 
of troops is too small for war and too 
large for peace. 
We must wait and see 
how Russia will reconcile the massing 
with the pacific 
aocurances of the 
Journal de St. 
Petersburg." 


LONDON, Deo. 7.—The London stock 
markets and the bourses at Paris, Ber- 
lin and Frankfort are weak. The bourse 
at Vienna is excited. 
The markets are 
affected by the reports concerning the 
movements of Russian troops on the 
Austrian frontier. 


Indiana Oil Inspectors. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 7.—Mr. Andrew 
Hagen, the state oil inspector, says in 
relation to the charges published that 
Rhenock and Green, the Ohio men who 
are profiting by inspecting oil that came 
to Indiana, are his assistants, and have 
given bond to him, although the law 
says that the deputy inspectors, in which 
list they are included, shall give bond 
to the state. 
Hagen thinks there is no 
doubt that the Cincinnati oil was tam- 
pered with after it had gone through 
Rhenock's hands. 
He adds that he did 
not want to appoint W. K. Young, of 
Richmond, afterward dismiseed, as one 
of his deputies, as he knew him to be a 
pot-house politician, but Young was 
forced upon him, 
Mr. Hagen thinks 
that Rhenock and Green are all right, 
and that they have actually done the 
work they reported. 


A Noted Case at an End. 


MUNOIB, Dec. 7.—The trial of Jennie 
Hall vs. the heirs of the late Capt. Geo. 
W. Green, was decided yesterday morn- 
ing by bringing in a verdict in favor of 
the defense. 
For a number of years 
and up to the death of Captain Green, 
Jennie Hall lived with him. 
They were 
never legally married, yet she swore that 
they took a solemn vow on the Bible to 
live together as man and wife. To them 
were born two children,and MrB,Green(?) 
claimed a share of the estate for them. 


Orth Stein Behind Bars. 


PITTSBTJRG, Dec. 7.—Johu Armytage, 
arrested on a charge of forging the name 
of J. W. Mackay, of California, and for 
attempting fraud, was identified to-day 
as Orth H. Stein, of Lafayette, Ind., a 
swindler of national reputation. 


Stein is wanted by the authorities of 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and a number of 
other western cities. His hearing was 
postponed in order to give the detectives 
an opportunity to look up new evidence.

The Senate and the House Commence 
Their Routine Duties at the 
Capitol City. 


Mr. L. P. Hantoon Compiling One- 
Glance Over the County. 


Since the compilation of the last coun- 
ty map sixteen years ago, in 1871, by H. 
J. Rudisill, now residing in southern 
California, wonderful changes have taken 
place in the ownership of real estate in 
AUen county, and the necessity of a new 
map was never more apparent than at 
the present time. 
The desire of the 
community in this respect will soon be 
gratified by Mr. L. P. Huntoon, a gen- 
tleman of considerable experience in 
geographical delineation, 
giving the 
ocation and ownership of all lands with- 
in its boundaries; number of miles of 
ditches constructed and the route which 
they traverse; number of miles of gravel 
roads, showing the parts of the county 
they pass through, and all other sections 
that go to make up a complete county 
map. 


During the sixteen years between 
1871 and the present time, over one 
half of the real estate in Allen county 
has passed into the hands of other par- 
ties; over six hundred miles of new 
ditches have been built and from forty- 
five to fifty miles of new gravel roads 
constructed, thus 
showing that the 
work Mr. Huntoon has undertaken is 
worthy of commendation. 


The new map will also contain all the 
land owners up to April, 1888; give the 
name of each pnblic ditch; will be drawn 
on the scale of forty chains to one inch, 
and will be of the same size as the old 
county map. 


Mr. Huntoon has drawn maps of Al- 
len county on a small scale for Hon. 
Joseph K Edgerton, and is thoroughly 
competent in this branch of science, and 
it is hoped that he will receive ample en- 
couragement, from all persons on whom 
he calls, to justify him in bringing his 
contemplated work to a successful con- 
clusion.

A Movement in the Intere3t of Abused 
Children and Animals. 


ON THE m TRACK 


The Presidential Train Passes and Oor 
Fast Flyer Speeds on His News- 
gathering Mission Again. 


Hon. C. S. Hubbard, of Cincinnatt, a 
philanthropist, friend and a gentleman 
well and favorably known throughout 
the state, will spend the week in the city 
endeavoring 
to organize the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
and Animals. 


Mr. Hubbard is general agent of the 
American Humane association for the 
prevention of cruelty to children and 
animals. 


He has organized branches at Indian- 
apolis, Evansville, Richmond and New 
Albany and comes to Fort Wayne on a 
similar mission. 


He is now in the city soliciting mem- 
bership and when a suti&oient number of 
names are procured a permanent organi- 
zation will then be effected by the elec- 
tion of officers and the appointment of 
an executive committee. 
The latter will 
continue to solicit subscriptions and 
membership. 
An agent will also be se- 
lected who will look after all cases of 
cruelty to children and animals. He 
will be expected to report all such to the 
proper authorities after the guilty par- 
ties have been properly warned and 
reprimanded. 
Mr. Hubbard 
seems 
much interested in the work and is fully 
equipped to batter down the position 
of any who may think that such an 
organization is not needed in this city

When a rule of court 
provided that affidavits for change of 
venue be made "before a case is called 
for trial," an affidavit offered after the 
case has been set for trial but before it 
is called, should be entertained."

IT has been known for some 
time 
past by the Treasury Department that 
large quantities of opium have 
been 
bought by a syndicate of Americans, 
and that shipments of the drug 
have 
been made to Canada. 
After being 
successfully introduced into the 
Do- 
minion the drttg Avas put into packages 
of small quantities and sent out to per- 
sons stationed at all the frontier towns 
and cities in the States. 
It 
was 
the 
business of these agents to smuggle the 
drug into the States, and this has been 
done in various instances. 
At 
some 
places, notably at Snsi^ension Bridge, 
N, Y., the customs authorities have 
been alert, and the smugglers 
have 
given the place a wide berth. 
Most of 
the work has been done in the West. 
Assistant Secretary 
Maynard 
of 
the 
Treasury Department has just issued a 
circular to the collectors of customs, 
stating that the department has re- 
ceived trustworthy 
information 
that 
persons are actively engaged in smug- 
gling opium by way of the 
Canadian 
Pacific liailroad, which, if successfully 
smuggled, is be shipped to San Fran- 
cisco and otlior Pacific ports. 
The 
collectors are instructed to use their 
utmost vigilance to prevent such illegal 
importations.

was literally wrecked, not a shingle re- 
maining intact, and every tim)>er torn 
and splintered like kindling-wood, its 
fragments 
being scattered 
for three 
hundred yards, 
like 
leaves 
in 
an 
autumn gale. 
The force of the con« 
cussion blew cotton out of the bales.

MEÛHAXICAIi. 


PRINTED matter may be copied on 
any paper of an absorbent nature, by 
dampening the surface with a weak solm- 
fcion of acetate of iron, and pressing in 
an ordinary co]>ying press. Old writing 
may also be copied on unsized paper, 
rf wet with a weak solution of sulphate 
Di iron mixed with a simple solution of 
sugar syrup. 


B E L T S 
that have been loosened by 
getting wet, should 
be 
thoroughly 
dried and fastened together by msert- 
ing cement into the cracks with a kuife 
and hammering until dry. 
A good 
cement for this purpose is equal pro- 
portions of good gltie and Prussiau 
gelatine dissolved in the same manner 
as ordinary glue. 


IT is found that cloth may be tinned 
by preparing a mixture of finely pul- 
verized metallic zinc and albumen, of 
about the consistency of thin paste, 
this to be spread with a brush upon 
linen or cotton cloth, and, by means of 
hot steam coagulated, the cloth to be 
then immersed in a bath of staunio 
chloride, well washed and dried. 
I -y 
running the cloth through a roller- 
press, the 
thin tilm which has thus 
been imparted is said to take a fine 
metallic luster. 
Designs out in stout 
paper, 
letters, 
numbers, etc., 
when 
laid between cloth and roller, are im- 
pressed upon it, and it can also be cut 
'.u strips, corners, etc. 


A Disi ussiox is going the rounds of 
the press as to the relative .strength of 
wet or dfy timber. 
We do not believe 
there is much to be made out of the 
discussion. 
Soi;ie kinds of timber are 
stronger when dry, while other kinds 
are stronger when wet or green. 
It is 
safe to say that all woods are harder 
and less liable to bend when dry than 
when wet or green. 
But most hard 
woods when wet will possess more ten- 
sile strength than when dry. 
Timber 
thoroughly seasoned 
is more 
brittle 
than wiien green, and with the neces- 
sary force will break sijuare oil", while 
the same timber green will stand about 
the same pressure bv bending more or 
less without breaking. 
Take a hickory 
sapling that is aliuost impossible 
to 
break in its green state, although it 
may bend double, and thoroughly dry 
it, and you may easily bi eak it almost 
"square off'," as the boys say. 
So with 
almost any kind of timber. 
I »rying 
makes it stiller, more unyielding, but 
in 
very few instances 
stronger.— 
Srientijlc 
Freaa. 


FOK glue to be properly effective it 
requires to penetrate the pores of the 
wood, and the more a body of glue 
penetrates the wood the more substan- 
tial the joint will remain. 
Glues that 
take the longest to dry are to be pre- 
ferred to those that dry c^uickly, the 
slow-drying glues being always the 
strongest, other things being equal. 
1 or general use no method gives such 
good results as the following: Break 
the glue up small, put into an iron ket- 
tle, cover the glue with water and al- 
low 't to soak twelve hours; after soak- 
ing boil until done. 
Then pour it into 
an air-tight box, leave the co\er off 
until cold, then cover up tight. 
As 
gluo is required cut out a portion and 
melt it in the usual way. 
Expose no 
more of the made glue to tlie atmos- 
pliere for any length of time than U 
necessary, as the atmosphere is very, 
destructive to made glue. 
Never heat 
made glue in a pot that is subjecteil to 
the direct heat of the fire or a lamp. 
All siich methotls of heating glue can 
not be condemned in terms too severe. 
Do not use thick glue for joints or ve- 
neering. 
In all cases work it well into 
the wood in a similar manner to wliat 
painter« do with paint. Cilue both sur- 
faces of your work, excepting in case 
of veneering. 
Never gluo upon hot 
wood, as the hot wood will absorb all 
the water in the glue too sudden.ly, 
and leave only a very little residue, with 
no adhesive 
powerin.it.—Auieiican 
Inventor.

The Great God Has Had His Day—Coolies 
Are Now Hired to Brag tbo Car. 


[London Standard.] 


The announcement that the once fa- 
mous festival of Juggernaut has so de- 
clined in popularity as to render it 
necessary for the priests to hire coolies 
to drag the car is a measure of the ex- 
tent to which the destructive solvent 
of western thought is being applied to 
eastern creeds. 
The car of the great 
god of Pooree was one of the most sa- 
crod of Brahmanic "properties," and 
the Kath Jattra, a festival which, in 
importance, yielded to that of no other 
deity in the Hindoo pantheon. 
From 
every part of the vast empire of Hin- 
doostan 
pilgrims 
flocked 
to 
share 
in 
it, 
and 
when 
the 
car 
of 
Juggernaut 
was 
dragged 
once 
a 
year 
from 
the 
temj/le 
in order to bathe the gods in the cold 
water of the tank, a mile and a half 
distant, the wildest enthusiasm seized 
the vast multitude of devotees. 
Thou- 
sands rushed to seize the cables, and so 
eager were the volunteers for tiiis holy 
service that the best and greatest men of 
Orissa struggled with each other to ob- 
tain a hold upon the ropes. 
To use 
the language of an old writer who wit- 
nessed the Rath Jattra in its palmiest 
days, "they are so greedy and eager 
to draw it that whosoever, by shoulder- 
ing, 
crowding, 
shoving, 
heaving, 
thrusting, or in an insolent way, can 
lay a hand upon the rope, they think 
themselves 
blessed and happy. And 
when it is going along the city there are 
many that will offer themselves as a 
sacritice to the idol and desperately 
lie down on the ground that the chariot 
wheels may run over them, whereby 
they are killed outright. 
Some get 
broken arms, 
some broken legs, so 
that many are destroyed and think to 
merit Heaven." 


At even a later date martyrs to Jug- 
gernaut, 
or Jaggannath, as he is 
more correctly termed, were not un- 
frequent. 
When 
Francis 
Buchanan 
was in Pooree early in this century he 
describes the harsh grating of the 
gigantic car as it moved along, the ob- 
scene songs of the priests in honor of 
the god, and the tierce glances which 
the fanatics bestowed up the beef-eat- 
ing Englislimen, as a pilgrim announced 
himself ready to become a sacrifice to 
tho idol. 
No one daring or caring to 
prevent the self-immolation the man 
prostrated himself 
in front of the 
tover as it moved along, lying on his 
face with his arms stretched forward. 
The multitude 
passed around him 
leaving the si)ace clear until he was 
crushed to death by the wheels of th^ 
ponderous structure. 
Then a wild c; 
of praise was raised, and as the g 
was seen to "smile" at the libation 
spouting blood the devotees threw co 
ries and pieces of money on the bo 
of the victim in approbation of 
holy deed by which he had won 
mortality in the Hindoo Walhalla. 


It is, therefore, 
suggestive of 
strange revolution in Hindoo opinion to 
hear that not only are the victims lack- 
ing, but that, 
instead of thousands 
struggling for the honor of a place at 
the drag ropes, 
laboring men, at so 
many annas per diem, 
have to be 
hired to perform the sacred function. 
The awe of the Indian people for "tlie 
lord of the world" has been declining. 
For many years past the fame of the 
great god of Orissa has been on the 
wane, and the time when a human sac- 
ritice was deliberately 
oilered up to 
the hideous idol is fast getting beyond 
the power of the very oldest of old In- 
dians to recall. 
Admitting that the 
number of devotees this year is smaller, 
owing to the loss of two pilgrim ships 
and the prophecy that a third will be 
wrecked before the year is out, it is 
undeniable that Jagganna'th is doomed, 
and the wealth which it brought to the 
priests and the townspeople of Pooree 
is likely to vanish before many years 
elapse.

My letters to my 
father have come to the eyes of some. 
Neither can I condemn any but you for 
it. 
] f it be so, you have played the 
very knave with me; and so will I make 
you know, ii I have good proof of it. 
But that for so much as is past. For 
that to come, I assure you, before God, 
that if ever I know you do so much as 
read any letter I write to my father, 
without his commandant, or my con- 
sent, I will thrust my dagger into you I 
And trust to it, for I speak in earnest. 
In the meantime, farewell." 
Did you 
ever hear anything sound angriei; and 
fiercer 
than that, from a very young 
gentleman to a middle aged one? \ e t 
Rhilip Sidney put himself under bit 
p,nd bridle, and grew to be the sweetest- 
mannered, the most meek, patient, un- 
Bellish heart of his age. 
He did not 
destroy his hot temper, which he knew 
was a splendid thing in itself, but he 
plastered it, and iKit it only to fine uses, 
tt was the hand which ached to stab 
ooor Mr. Molyneux which, dying, gave 
iway its longed-for cup of water to a 
luffering comrade, after the battle of 
iutphen. iu 1586.—Wide-J-wake

Avoiding Colds. 


Wet feet are to be scrapnlonsly 
guarded against. 
Few people are 
strong enough to avoid catching cold 
from such exposure, and when it is re- 
membered that all the blood circulates 
through the feet every few minutes, it 
is easy to see how readily chill comes 
if the extremities are wet and cold. 
Should they accidentally get so, how-
